A bond issue was voted by the tax 
payers at that time and the money 
was spent in burying in a ditch, the 
width of a country wagon road $5,000 
worth of stone. 
The stone long ago 
disappeared and was forgotten until 
the “digger” uncovered the 
stone 
strata—a record of prehistoric road 
building, much different from the road 
building of today. 
Paving Grade Alarms a Few 
Occasionally we hear someone say 
a few words about the depth that the 
pavers had to go on Colfax street. 
It does look like a small size canal 
in places, but we received an expla­ 
nation that we pass on to our read­ 
ers. 
In the first place few sidewalks 
are built to a grade. 
They have two 
or three grades to a block. 
This is 
impossible in a roadway. 
The bottom 
of the graded roadway is supposed to 
be about 19 inches below the side 
walk grade. 
The top of the gutter 
curb is supposed to be six inches be­ 
low the sidewalk, giving a decline for 
the lawn from the sidewalk, perm it­ 
ting snow and w ater to run off to the 
gutters instead of forming lakes and 
rivers on the sidewalks as now occur. 
The gutter curb is six inches high 
and the construction of the roadway 
itself needs about seven inches.

The President said that in its ad­ 
m inistrative features tile bill repre­ 
sents generally an improvement over 
existing law ; that it will provide suf­ 
ficient revenue for the fiscal year 1923, 
and probably thereafter if unforseen 
expenses do not a rise; that the retro­ 
active tax cut of 25 per cent is ex­ 
pected by the people, and should be 
promptly given, and that It is desir­ 
able to have a definite determination 
of the taxes as applying to 1924 in­ 
comes while the income is still being 
received. 
In Effect Immediately. 
The bill becomes effective immedi­ 
ately as to the repeal of various excise 
taxes, changes in estate tax rates, and 
administrative provisions. 
Certain ex­ 
cise tax changes become effective in 
thirty days. 
These include the repeal 
in tile tax on admissions of 50 cents 
or less, the repeal of the tax on tele­ 
graph and telephone messages, the re­ 
duction and repeal of portions of the 
automobile tax, the repeal of taxes on 
jewelry below certain amounts, and 
Hie reduction of the stamp tax on 
grain 
and 
other 
produce 
exchange 
transactions. 
Tile income tax changes, including 
the new' normal tax rates of 2, 4 and 
3 per cent, and surtaxes with a maxi­ 
mum of 40 per cent, are effective on 
Income of 1924, payable in March, 
1925. 
This Interests Everybody. 
The retroactive cut 
of 25 per cent 
on income of 1923 payable in 1924 
makes it 
possible for taxpayers to 
make a deduction from their June 15 
payment. 
Announcement was made 
at the treasury that regulations will 
be issued within tile next few days 
governing the retroactive tax reduc­ 
tion. 
In making tile June 15 payments 
taxpayers may take off one-fourth of 
the March 15 payment and one-fourth 
of June 15 installment. 
The effect is 
to permit the June 15 installment to 
be cut in half. 
A 25 per cent reduc­ 
tion will then De permitted for the 
Sept. 15 and Dec. 15 payments. 
It is estimated that the treasury will 
have to refund from $15,000,900 to 
$20,000,000 to taxpayers who paid the 
full amount of their tax on March 15. 
Taxpayers who desire to finish up their 
tax payments for the year en June 15, 
may obtain the benefit of the entire 
reduction at that time.

Balanced Farming Pays Good 
Rate on Investment 
Among the hundreds of Illinois land 
owners and operators who last year 
co-operated with their county farm 
bureaus and tile college of agriculture 
In keeping simple business records on 
their farming operations were nine 
representative Kane county farmers. 
Like all the other record keepers, they 
recorded their receipts and expenses, 
knew what their crop yields were and 
kept account of other Items so that 
at the end of the year a clear cut 
study and check could be made of 
their farming operations during tile 
past 12 months. 
A summary just made of the rec­ 
ords shows that the nine farm ers each 
earned an average rate of 4.6 per cent 
on an average capital investment of 
$40,220 during 1923. 
Some of them, 
of course, made more and some of 
them less than this. 
In fact, when 
the group of nine farm ers was divided 
into thirds, it was found that tile 
three farm ers in the top third, who 
had made tile most money, had earned 
an average of 6.9 per cent on their 
investment, or 2.3 per cent more than 
the general average for the nine. 
In 
contrast to this, tile three farm ers in 
the bottom third, who made the low­ 
est rate on their investment, earned 
only 1.4 per cent on their investment, 
or 5.5 per cent less than the rate 
earned by the three farm ers in the 
top third. 
In terms of money, the average net 
income of the three farm ers at the 
top of the group was about $2,200 
more than that received by the three 
farm ers whose farms showed the low- 
est net income. 
Balanced Farm ing Pays. 
The findings made In this study are 
typical of those which show up in the 
study of farm records throughout the 
state, according to M. L. Mosher, a 
member of the farm management de­ 
partm ent at the college of agriculture. 
They show that despite the agricul­ 
tural depression, well-balanced farm ­ 
ing still pays a few of the most effi­ 
cient farm ers a good return on their 
investment and makes it possible for 
them to keep up a high standard of 
living for their families, he said. 
A number of different things were 
responsible for the fact that three 
most efficient Kane county farm ers 
made 5.5 per cent more on their capi­ 
tal than the three farmers who realized 
only 1.4 per cent on the money they 
had invested. Among other things the 
farm ers who made the highest rate 
of earning on their year's work got 
bigger returns from each $100 they 
had Invested in live stock and they had 
less expense for $100 of their gross 
Income. 
The three farm ers who made the 
highest average rate on their invest­ 
ment got a return of $145.44 from each 
$100 invested in productive live stock, 
while the three farm ers who made the 
lowest rate of earning got only $117.68 
from each $100 Invested in live stock. 
In other words the three farm ers who 
made the highest rate of earning real­ 
ized $27.76 more from each $100 that 
they put Into live stock than did the 
three farm ers who made the lowest 
rate of earning. 
As for expenses, the throe most effi­ 
cient 
farm ers 
held 
their 
expenses 
down to only $51.71 for each $100 of 
their gross income, while the three 
fanners who earned the lowest rate 
j of interest had expenses totaling $86.84 
I for each $100 of their gross income. 
The farm ers who made the best inter­ 
est rate spent $35.13 less for each $100 
of their gross income than the three 
fanners who made the poorest interest 
| rate. 
Farm s Above Average. 
While the biggest difference between 
the three best paying and three poorest 
paying farm s In this particular case 


j was in the returns from live stock and 
the expense for each $100 of gross 
income, there are at least five other 
factors that may play a part in de- 
I termining tile profits which the farm er 
gets from his operations, according to 
Mr. Mosher. 
These factors include 
crop yields, the proportion of returns 
; from live stock, the efficient use of man 
I labor, the efficient use of horse labor 
and the size of farm , in addition to 
the two factors already mentioned. 
As might be expected the three best 
paying farm s 
in 
the Kane county 
group were either better than, or else 
almost on a par with, the general aver- 
i age of the nine farm s in the group on 
each of tile factors. 
Of the seven factors, good crop 
yields are among the most definite of 
requirem ents for good incomes. 
One

son with those of others who work

If the returns are below average, a 
careful study of tile practices on more 
successful farm s may help the oper­ 
ator locate places where he can bet­ 
ter his methods.

be in a low percentage of calves, pigs 
and lambs raised.

of attention to sanitary arrangem ents 
and protection from disease.

breeding stock. 
In case of stock feed­ 
ing operations in which feeders are 
bought it may be in poor buying, both 
as to time and price. 
It may be In 
not producing tile quality of stock 
which the m arket demands. The grow­ 
ing of sufficient legume forage to sup­ 
ply most of the protein requirements, 
careful buying and use of additional 
protein and mineral supplements, and 
the utilization of roughage are among 
other im portant factors which make 
liv© stock production more economi­ 
cal. 
In a region where the best paying 
farm s make a large part of their in­ 
come from live stock, tile less success­ 
ful farm ers will do well to consider in­ 
creasing their incomes from live stock. 
This may be done by improving tile 
quality of live stock, by better feed­ 
ing, sanitation and improved breeding 
methods or by increasing the amount 
of live stock kept. 
In order to im­ 
prove the quality of live stock It has 
usually not been profitable for a man 
to invest In a considerable number of 
high-priced pure bred stock at one 
time. 
It Is safer to grow the better 
stock by using good sires and occa­ 
sionally 
picking 
up 
good 
females. 
Neither is it usually wise for a man 
who has never handled much stock to 
buy up a large breeding herd or go 
suddenly into extensive feeding opera­ 
tions. 
Saving Labor Help*. 


About 60 to 80 per cent of the cost 
of operating a farm , not including in­ 
terest or rent charges, is for man labor 
and horse labor and efficient use of 
these therefore is an Important item 
in farm profits. 
If a tractor is used 
the labor is usually reduced, but the ! 
machinery expense is increased about 
in proportion. 
It costs approximately 
$100 a year to keep one work horse 
when one includes present feed costs, 
depreciation, interest on investment, 
barn room and harness costs.

While the working of a large 
number of crop acres a man and a 
horse is desirable, a study of hundreds 
of records from over the state indi­ 
cates that some men have reduced the 
amount of both man and horse labor 
to a point where crop yields and re­ 
turns from live stock are reduced be­ 
cause of lack of sufficient well-directed 
labor. 
Expenses Count. 
Expense for each $100 gross income 
Is a measure of thrift in all parts of 
the 
farm 
business. 
I arm 
records 
show that men who keep expenses low 
in proportion to their incomes are 
men who plan their work in order to 
do as much as possible them sel\es or 
with family labor. 
After getting a 
few good breeding females, they raise 
their own breeding stock except for 
the purchase of pure bred sires. 
Inso­ 
far as feasible they raise and prepare 
their own seeds. 
They utilize rainy 
days and off seasons to repuir build­ 
ings, fences, machinery and harness. 
This* saves the purchase of much new 
equipment, the paying out of high 
wages for skilled labor for such re­ 
pairs and saves the expense incident 
to delay caused by broken machinery 
or fences during tile busy season.

Washing Egg Lowers Quality 
The egg Is the original 
“sealed 
package” breakfast food, but when 
the shell of it is washed or wiped 
with a damp cloth the bloom is re­ 
moved and the “seal” broken, thereby 
exposing the egg to evaporation and 
contamination, poultrymen at the col­ 
lege of agriculture say. 
Too many 
chicken raisers still follow tile prac­ 
tice of washing or wiping eggs in 
order to have only clean ones to 
sell, they say. 
When an egg is laid the shell is 
sealed with a protective coat known 
as the bloom, the poultrymen explain. 
This coat may be compared to a coat 
of fine cement put over rough con­ 
crete, In th at it fills up the spaces 
between the coarse particles. 
How­ 
ever, when this bloom Is removed 
through washing or wiping there is 
nothing to prevent evaporation, pre­ 
vent molds from developing or keep 
out destructive bacteria. 
There generally are but few dirty 
eggs produced daily on any one farm, 
probably not more than are used at 
home. 
Perhaps oner way to solve the 


problem is to use these eggs at home, 
instead of lowering their quality by 
trying to wash them or wipe off the 
dirt with a damp cloth and then sell­ 
ing them along with clean eggs. 
Eliminating the cause of dirty eggs 
may be another solution of the prob­ 
lem. 
Muddy feet of the hens, caused 
by poor drainage and muddy yarns, 
probably cause more dirty eggs than 
all other factors combined. 
If the 
nests are put across the house from 
the door the hens will have a chance 
to clean their feet by walking over, 
or perhaps scratching in, the litter of 
clean straw on the floor. 


Dirty nests also cause dirty eggs 
and this source of trouble may be 
eliminated by keeping clean straw In 
the nests. 


Too few nests for the number of 
hens may be another cause of dirty 
eggs. 
It Is a good plan to provide 
one nest for every five hens. 
When 
two, or perhaps three, hens crowd on 
one nest and break an egg, Its con­ 
tents may be smeared over the strvw 
and over other eggs laid there.
